During the 1992 Fall 
Semester 331 individuals 
60 years of age or older 
enrolled for classes at Shelton 
State. With respect to gender and 
race, the Fall semester class of 
senior adults is predominantly white 
and female. 237 (72%) of the 
Seniors Adult students are female 
and 316 (95%) of them are white. 



Seniors enrolled in seventy-two (72) 
different courses and in eighty-six 
(86) class sections In these 
classes, Senior Adults generated 
1,132 credit hours, thirty-two per 
cent (32%) of which were in classes 
on the Fifteenth Street Campus.

MORE ON TRANSFERS 

TO TROY STATE

The last issue of the 

Newsletter contained a 

report based on data 

provided for Shelton State 

students who transfer to 

Troy State University. 

There were three SSCC students who 

attended Troy during 1990-91 and 

four who attended during 1991-92. 

Because Troy State provided the 
names of individual students in its 
reports, it was possible to compare 
the GPA which these students earned 
at SSCC GPA with the GPA which they 
earned at Troy. 

During both years, this comparison 
reveals a drop between the final 
average GPA earned at SSCC and the 
overall GPA earned at Troy State. 

The three students in the 1990-1991 
data earned an average GPA at 
Shelton State of 3.40. Their 
average GPA at Troy State was 2.28. 
The four students in the 1991-1992 
data earned an average GPA at 
Shelton State of 3.05. Their 
average GPA at Troy State was 2.63.

□TV The library on the Sky land 
J Campus now has a powerful 
new reference tool: a SIRS 
CD-ROM information system. 
The system is on the 
cutting edge of computer 
technology and will allow the 
library to provide patrons with up- 
to-date information available on a 
wide range of subjects. The system 

is so comprehensive that it is 
useful for everyone from a 
professional researcher to a high 
school student. 

The SIRS (Social Issues Resources 
Series) system consists of a 
computer and database stored on a 
read-only compact disc (CD-ROM) and 
puts over 5,000 newspaper and 
magazine articles and government 
documents published since 1989 at a 
patron's fingertips. This material 
comes from over 800 sources. The 
articles can be rapidly accessed by 
several search methods, including 
"keyword" searching. 

A patron can choose to view the full 
text of the article and/or to print 
the text in paper form or onto a 3.5 
diskette. 

The SIRS data base is updated twice 
a year. 

A CD-ROM database NY Times OnDisc, 
which is similar to SIRS and has 
been in use on a trial basis in the 
Skyland Campus library, will soon be 
moved to the library on Fifteenth 
Street. Then, the libraries at both 
campus locations will have at least 
one CD-ROM database with index and 
full-text printing. 






OTHER NEWS: The library automation 
bid has been submitted to vendors 
for their proposals. With luck, a 
system will be selected in January 
1993.
